"ans, or. Mer, both by Iavaſion from abroad, and the froward Difaffe&i- 
on, andrefſtleſs Machinationsof evil and unnatural Countrey-men at home, 
' -And bow much it is the Duty and Intereſt of all good Men, for theſe 
- Cauſes, and on this Occaſion, to implore the Mercy, Favour and Bleſſing | 
of Almighty GOD, for Preſervation of His Maſeſties Koyal Perſon, and 
DireRing, Aflifting and Proſpering Himin all His Counſels and Under- 
- takings: And more eſpecially, that GOD would countenance and afſif 
Him in the preſent War, .give. Him Succels to His Arms by Sea'and 
Land.. and defeat all the Pefigns, Counſels and Pradtices of His ſecret 
and open Enemies, both at home and abroad, for the Preſervation of 
the True Proteſtant -_x_ ſecuring the Safety of theſe Kingdoms,and - 
the bappy reſtoring the Peace of Exrope. And the Synod of Bothien and 
a4 now-met at -Edirbargh, having made Application to my Lord 
Commiſſioner for this end: Therefore His Majeſty, with Advice and 
' Confent of the ſaid Eftates of Parliament, doth hereby Command and Ap- 
point, that the ſecond Thurſday of Pune next, | being the thirteenth day 
of the ſaid Moneth,. be ſet apart as a day of Solemn Faſting avd Humilia- 
tion, for making Prayers a Supplications to GOD, for the Egds above- 
.. mentioned and that the faid day be Religiouſly and Striftly Obſerved 
by all Perſons within this Kipgdom 2 And Ordains all-Minifters to read 
theſe preſents publickly io their Gongregations a Sunday at leaſt before 
the ſaid ſecond. Thurſday of June next, appointed for keeping the ſaid 
Faſty Certifying fuch of the Leidges who ſhal not give due Obedience, or 
ſhal Contemn or Negle&. the. Keeping and Obſerving the faid Day and 
Duties, that they ſhal be proceeded againſt by Fyning, not exceeding 
One hundred Pounds Scots Money, And Warrands and Commands the 
Sheriffs, Stewarts of Stewarttjes, Lords and Baillies of Regalities, and 
their Deputs,' Juſtices of Peace, Magiſtrats of Burghs within their ſe- 
veral JuriſdiQtions, to proceed againſt the Perſons guilty, and exaR the 
Fines accordingly, to be applyed, the one half to the Judge, and the 
other half to the Poor of the Parochy ' And certifying ſuch Miniſters as 
ſhal fail in their Duty, in not Reading this Proclamation, and obſerving 
the Duties therein preſcribed, they ſhal be proceſſed before the Lords of 
His Majeſties Privy Council, | And hereby requires a Sheriffs, Stew- 
arts, Lords and Baillies of Regalities, and their Deputs, Juſtices of Peace, 
Magiſtrats of Burgbs, and their Clerks, to make Report to the Lords of 
His Majeſties Privy Council, of theſe Miniſters who ſhal fail of their Du» 
ty herein. And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed, and Publiſhed at 
the Mercat Croſs of Edinburgh, and bail remanent Mexcat Crofles of the 
Head Burghs of the ſeveral Shires, and Stewartrics within this King- 
dom, that none may pretend Ignorance : And that Copies be diſpatch- 
ed in.the uſual manner, to the Sheriffs and Stewarts; Baillies of Regali- 
- ries, or their Deputs, and Magiſtrats of Burghs3 as likewiſe to all Mini- 
ers; that they may ſeriouſly exhort all Ferfons to a fincere and devout

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ACT Regulating Citations before the 
Parliament.

PISS MAJESTY, with the Advice and Conſent of 
» the Eſtates of Parliament, finding it neceſſary that 
the order of ſummonding priyat Parties to appear 
before them be cleared and regulat , Do therefore 
STATUTE and ORDAIN, that the manner of 
ſummonding privat Parties, in Adtions raiſed either 
before, or. during the - fitting of the Parliament, ſhal 
'*; 1g (nm. be for hereafter, and from the Day and Date here- 
of in this manner, viz, That in proſecution of Proteſts for remeid of 
Law, the Party at whoſe inſtance Summonds 1s to be granted, may give 
in his Bill, containing the matter of his Cauſe or Complaint, Signed b 
"himſelf, or an Advocat for him, which being ſubſcribed by one of the fix 
Clerks of Parliament, and preſented before the ſitting ofthe Parliament, 
to any of the Officers of State, or the time of the ſitting of the Parliament, 
to the Lord Ehancellor, or Prefident of the Parliament for the time, or 
any of the faid Officers of State, the ſame may beby them paſt in Gourſe, 
and that as to all other Cauſes that may be brought before che Parliament, 
Summonds and Warrands for Citation hal for hereafter only be granted 
by deliverance either of Parliament in time of Parliament, or of the Lords 
of Seſſion upon a ſummar Citation, to abide neither Continuation or Roll, 
in preſentis, in the Receſſes and Intervalls of Parliament, upon a Bill con» 
taining Subſcribed and Preſented. as above, and no otherwiſe which 
Warrands for Citation being granted, Sumnionds 1n his. Majeſties Name 
ſhal be thereon direRed, to Macers, if the Party cited be within the Town 
of Edinburgh, for ſummonding the ſaid Party, if within the faid Town of 
Edinburgh, on fourty eight hours, and ifelſewhere within the Kingdom, 
( excepting Orkrey and Zetland ) upon fifteen days warning,or if in Ork- 
wey or Zetland, upon fourty days perſonally, or at his dwelling Houſe 3 or 
- If without the Kingdom, upon fixty days warning, at the. Mercat Cro 
of Edinburgh and Peer and Shoar of Leith, to compear before His Maje-. 
ſty,and the ſaid Eſtates of Parliament, where and when the Parliament ſhal 
be appointed to meet, or ſhal be met for the time, with continuation of 
days, and with certification. And alſo, for ſummonding of Witneſſes, as 
is uſual before the Lords of Council and Seffion, which Summonds to be 
expede by deliverance, as aid is, ſhal paſs under the Signet of the Sefſh- 
on 3 and the Party at whoſe inſtance the ſame is raiſed, ſhal pay to the 
Clerk of Parliament or Seſſion — for writing and ſubſcribing os

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the Bill and Letters, the Sum of twelve Pound Scots and no more, on a- 
ny pretence whatſoever, and for affixing the Signet the Sum of three 
. Pounds Scots and no more: Declaring that if any Adjournment of Par. 
liament one or morefhal happen to interveen, betwixt the giving of Ci. 
tations, in manner foreſaid, and the day of Compearance, the fureſaid Sum- 
 monds ſhal nevertheleſs till Rand in force, for obliging the Parties and 
Witneſſes ſummoned to compear at the day to which the Parliameat ſhal 
be adjourned, and when ever the ſame ſhal firſt meet. And furder, it 
is hereby declared, that at the ſaid day of Compearance before the Parlia- 
ment, being ſo met, or any other lawful day thereafter, it ſhal be leaſome 
' to the Clerks of Parliament, at the deſire of the Party purſuer, to call the 
foreſaid Summonds, aſter the opening of the Houſe, and. before the fittin 
down of the Parliament, at the patent Gate of the Parliament-houſe, an 
if the Party ſummoned compear, to mark the ſame, that the Summonds with 
the Executions, and the. ocber Peices produced by the Purſuer, may be 
given out to ſce and anſwer, to the eft<& the ſame may be ſeen and re-«

And laſtly, providing that the foreſaid Citations - 
to be made by deliverance of the Lords of Seſſion, ſhal found no excepti-
